Little Rudolph. who had 
found the pistol, stood wondering what it 
all meant. He cried when the police hand- 
cuffed his father and led him away. 

Mrs. Schiller soon regained conscious- 
ness. Dr. Fulton of 2401 South Broadway 
found that the ball had shattered the bone 
below the left kneecap. He said the injury 
was extremely dangerous. 

The police found Kramer and he was 
handcuffed to Schiller and both men were 
taken before the wounded woman. She

‘Officer, take this man and lock him up; 
he did it.’ I said: ‘Did what?’ ‘Did this,’ he 
replied, leading me to where Day’s dead 
body lay on the billiard tabie. I took hold 
of Hamilton's coat sleeve and told him to 
come along. He was sitting in a chair in 
the bar room. Some one suggested delay, 
but Hami'ton got up and said: ‘I will go 


with you; let the law take its course. [ll 
take the consequences. I killed him, but Il 
did it in self-defense.’ ”’ 

The crowd this morning filled the court- 
room. 

Ralph Gary, recalled, was the first wit- 
ness of the day. He could not identify the 
big knife and declared he had never seen 
it. He corroborated Gray's testimony of 
yesterday that at a certain juncture after 
the killing there was no one near the body. 

Ernest N. Ruel, night clerk of the West 
Hotel, testified that he was playing pool 
with the Day party, but saw only a part 
of the trouble. He heard what Day had 
said to Hamilton on the first meeting, but 
did not hear the latter's reply. He saw the 
first scuffie and heard Day refuse to fight 
because Hamilton was not sober. His rec- 
ollection of the affair and the persons there 
corroborated, so far as it went, the evidence 
of the state’s other witnesses. 

J. W. Bennett, the traveling man, was 
recalled. He denied emphatically that he 
had said to Hamilton, as Witness Gray had 
claimed yesterday:- “The man is dead; 
you killed him.’’ 

Robert C. Hill, night police reporter, gave 
some important evidence. He had gone 
to the hotel ‘‘to cover” the case. There 
he saw Hamilton and Bennett. The latter 
was excited and hysterical and acted as if 
he had been] drinking. Witness was a 
personal friend of Hamilton and had talked 
with him at once. He testified as follows: 

“I proffered my services to Hamilton and 
offered to do anything I eould for him. 
{ added that while things looked bad for 
him he would better cheer up, Then I 
asked him if he did it. He said, ‘I dont 
know whether I did or not.’ He added 
something to the effect that it was ‘all 
oft’ and that he was ‘up against it,’ or 
something like that. 

Ex-Patrolman Rooney’s testimony is the 
most important of the trial. He detailed 
Hamilton’s confession as follows: 

“Hamilton said: ‘This trouble is all on 
account of a girl, Miss , and then he 
gave her name. ‘We had both been going 
with her. I told her Day was in ill-health. 
She told him. He got angry and has had 
it in for me ever since. Feel of this bump 
—Day did that. [ had todo him. I couldn't 
pian and let him beat me and do noth- 
ne.” 

“Afterward he said: ‘This is terrible; I 
wish it had been the other way.’ 

“*What other way?’ I asked. 

“That he had killed me instead of 1 


m. 

“Then he asked me to feel of that bump 
again and told me that Day had done it, 
but he did not know what with. I said: ‘it 
seems to me a man liké you could have 
taken care of a slim man like that without 
using a knife.’

“Hamilton produced a small knife. 
Francis asked if he had another knife. ‘ie 
said ‘No.’ Then Francis asked: ‘Did you 
have a large knife?’ and Hamilton an- 
swered, ‘Yes." Nothing was said about 
when he had the large Knife or where it 
was. 

On cross-examination the witness could 
not exactly locate the place where the con- 
fession was made. His memory was not 
clear on some other details, and the defense 
endeavored to show that his memory was 
not of the best. He said Hamilton appeared 
to be intoxicated, and he observed a lump 
Me his forehead, and an abrasion of the 
skin. 

After ex-Patrolman Rooney had given his 
evidence as above, County Attorney Board- 
man said: ‘‘The state rests.’’ 

Court was then adjourned till 10 o'clock 
tomorrow in order to give the defense a lit- 
tle time to arrange their plans.

Left alone with his baby brother, Arthur, 


| while their mother went out to buy some 
coffee cake, little 39-year-old George Duffy 
|'romped too close to the big kitchen stove 
family dwelling, 5615 North Market 
| Street, about 4:30 o’clock Monday afternoon 
,}and received burns that resulted in his 
| death an hour and a half later. 

| George was the second child of Mr. and 
Mrs. James Duffy. The two older boys 
and the baby had been playing about the 
house all afternoon and Mrs. Duffy felt that 


no harm would befall them if she should 
leave them alone for a few moments while 
she went to a neighboring grocery. To 
make sure that they would be safe Mrs. 
Duffy tightened the doors of the stove 
and took other precautions. She _ took 
James, Jr., aged 6, with her, leaving Geor- 
gie playing about the floor and the baby 
slumbering in his cradle. 

When she and little Jimmie returned 
from the store, about 15 minutes later, 
Georgie was not in sight. She called for 
the hittle boy, but there was no response. 
Jimmie said that possibly he was under 
the house, as he had a habit of crawling 
under there; but he was not there. Then 
Mrs. Duffy began a search of the two front 
rooms. In the bedroom she noticed smoke 
that seerg@°d to come from under the bed. 
She and Jimmie hastily looked under the 
bed and found poor little Georgie with his 
dress on fire. He was dragged out, the 
flames extinguished and Dr. Hitch of 5600 
Easton avenue summoned. The child died 
ibout 6 o'clock.

It Hed Shipped Two Packages, One of 
£25,000, the Other of $50,000, 
and They Went to Wrong 
Destinations. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 12.—For several hours 
yesterday bank officials in Chicago and 
New York were in a frenzy of excitement 
over the disappearance and supposed rob- 
bery of $25,000 from a package of curren- 
cy in transit to this city from the eastern 
metropolis. The money package had been 
ordered by a Chicago bank from a banking 
house in New York, the shipment being 
made through an express company. 

When the package reached its destina- 
tion here it’ was found to contain not the 
$50,000 ordered and which the invoice letter 
credited as having been sent, but only $25, - 
000, one-half the sum for which the Chi- 
cago banking house was expected to ac- 
knowledge by formal written receipt. 

There was no sign that the sealing wax 
on the package had been tempered with, 
while the mail advices that arrived in the 
morning made it plain that $50,000 had been 
sent. 

The officials of the Chicago bank refused

“It is a remarkable fact that, with the 
whole country to pick from, you should 
have called upon two old rebels, Col. Wat- 
terson and myself, to take the principal 
parts in this great meeting.

I was 
a second lieutenant in the confederate serv-

ST. LOUIS 35 YEARS AGO. 


This is the title of a water color drawing 
now on exhibition in a show window 
on Broadway, just north of Locust 
street. The view is looking west on 
Locust street from Seventh street. Hen- 
ry Shaw’s residence, where now stands 
the Mercantile Club building, is prominent 
in the foreground, with that gentleman 
holding the hand of his adopted son, coming 
down the steps. Both were familiar figures 
in the streets of St. Louis in those days. 
The perspective shows a very distinctive 
view of the north side--with its many 
churches and blocks of residences as far as 
Fourteenth street. Opposite Shaw's resi- 
dence is St. George's Church and the Rev. 
Dr.. Berkley’s residence—now a wall pa- 
per store. Dr. Oliphant’s residence— 
now the Salvage Corps building—with 
the long block of frregular’ two-story 
residences, shows up to Eighth street. On 
the corner of Wighth is seen the Cent*®al 
Presbyterian Church—Dr. Anderson's. The 
St. Nicholas Hotel now occupies the site. 
On the corner of Ninth street is the Benton 


ing. And on the corner of Tenth street is 
the Corinthian portico of the First Con- 
gregational Church—Dr. Post's. It is now 
occupied as a warehouse. On the corner 
of Eleventh is seen the beautiful campanile 
tower of the Union Presbyterian Church— 
the solitary landmark of the past that yet 
stands. In the distance, on Fourteenth 
streef, ts seen the spire of the First Presby- 
terian Church—better known as “Bullard’s 
Church”’’—the only specimen of the perpen- 
dicular Gothic that ever adorned St. Louis.

SUEFREME COURT RULES AGAINST 
WHITNEY LAYTON. 


TEST CASE ON BAKING POWDER | 


Street Car Vestibule Ordinance Also 


Held Constitutional—Other 
Proceedings. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 12.—Divi- 
sion No. 2 of the Supreme Court this morn. 
ing in an opinion by Judge Gantt, upheld 
the constitutionality of. the pure food law 
The decided was that of Whitney 
Layton of St. Louis, who was fined $100 Ly 
the St. Louis Court ef Criminal Correc- 
ticn for violating the hlww, and the Suprem: 
Court this morning affirmed the judgment. 
Lhis is a test case resting on the sale o1 
certain baking powders alleged to be aduit- 
erated with alum. 

The court holds that alum should not be 
used in the making of bread and baking 
powders and other food products made for 
Sale, unless labeled. Leyton offered much 
evidence to show that alum baking powders 
were a useful and harmless preparation, 
and the Supreme Court-says that there is 
no gainsaving the fact that the state of- 
—e much pertinent testimony to the con- 
rary. 

The law of England prohibiting alum in 
bread is cited as one of the grounds of the 
pure food law. Concluding this court says 
that in view of this sharp conflict of testi- 
mony as to the noxious or innocuous char- 
acter of alum baking powders, it cannot 
take judicial notice that these powders are 
a perfectly innocuous preparation, and there 
is no conclusive evidence to justify the 
court in holding this act, which is intend- 
ed for the benefit of the public health, oth- 
erwise than a valid law. 

Division No. 2 in an opinion by Judge 
Gantt also declared the law requiring street 
car companies to place screens on their cars 
to protect motormen constitutional. 

The case decided was that of Edwards 
Whitaker, president, and Jilson J. Cole- 
man, general manager of the St. Louis 
Transit Co., which was appealed to this 
court from a judgment of conviction in the 
St. Louis court of criminal correction and 
a fine of $0 was assessed against each. 
This court holds the iaw constitutional, 
but reverses the judgment of the lower 
court because the information is defective 
in that it charges the corporation, instead 
of Whitaker and Coleman, 

The court says the law is a plain, just 
and commendable police regulation; that 
the state has an interest in the health of 
its citizens, and the preservation of their 
lives and manhood, and that such is the 
obvious, unmistakable purpose of this law, 
hence it is declared constitutional.

GIVE THE BOARD A FREE HAND. 


The proposed constitutional amendment authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a board of-thirtecn to prepare a new charter 
for the city of St. Louis is a response to a generally acknowl- 
edged need. 

Kut the amendment directs that the new charter shall pro- 
vide for “a chief executive and at least one house of legis- 
lation to be elected by general ticket.”’ 

Why limit the discretion of the Charter Board? 

The Board should not be hampered or vexed by any restric- 
tion whatever. If given a free hand they can prepare a 
charter which sha!l meet the practical need. To make them 
conform in any respect to abstract political theory is pretty 
sure to tnpair the usefulness of their work. 

A city is a business corporation designed to promote the 
economic and social well-being of the community. Politics 
should have nothing to do with it, and no political theory or 
iragment of a theory should be injected into its constitution. 

Give the Board a free hand. 
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If the Senate has not the right to demand and receive all 
papers on file in the executive departments, there cannot be 
the publicity necessary to honest government. All sorts of 
iniquity can be covered up by an administration if Congress 
can be kept in ignorance of the truth. 
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The profit on unprotected American cottonseed kernels in 
France promises to be large. With high prices for both cot- 
ton and cottonseed, that get no tariff aid whatever, and no 
boosts from trusts of any sort, what are we to understand?

Until four or five years 
ago he could name his own price to handle 
the flag. Mvery track in the country sought 
his services. He received as high as $150 
a day for sending away the horses. TIlis 
work was so clean that he was popular 
with all the patrons of the tracks. That 
was before the starting gate came into 
use, Caldwell never appeared to be able to 
handle the horses and jockeys as well with 
the gate as he did without it. 
Caidwell had a marvelously quick eye 
He was also cocl and determined. Jockeys, 
from coast to cvast, were afraid of the old 
man. if he told them to line up and quit 
cutting capers they did so, or tlrey were 
fined. Caldwell did not fine often, but 
when he did, it went, and the boys knew 
that they would have to pay good money 
if they became unruly while Caldwell oc- 
cupied the starter’s stand. 
aldwell’s eyesight must be failing him. 
He has also lost his ability to control the 
jockeys. Reports from the coast say that 
nine out of ten of Caldwell’s starts re- 
cently have resembled a St. Patrick’s day 
parade going up Biddle street.

Franchise Tax Proposed by 
the New House Bill. 


ON ALL SPECIAL PRIVILEGES 


THE MEASURE IS ESPOUSED BY 
GOV. DOCKERY. 


It Meets With General Favor in the 
Lower Chamber of the Legislature 
and Seems Sure of Passage. 


Wrom a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 12.—At a 
meeting of the House ways and means 
committee last night it was unanimously 
decided to report favorably the franchise 
tax bill, prepared by Representative Wool- 
folk of Lincoln and Hawthorne of Kansas 
City, what is the substitute for the other 
franchise feasures introduced at this se- 
sion. 

As stated in Monday's Post-Dispatch the 
bill applies to public service corporations, 
which are enumerated as follows: 

“Every incorporated railroad company, 
street railroad company, telegraph compa- 


ny, telephone company, electric light com- 
pany, electric power company, gas compa- 
ny, water works company, ferry company, 
bridge company, turnpike company, tollgate 
company, palace or parlor car company, 
chair car company. conduit company, sub- 
way company, express company, press dis- 
patch company, trust company and every 
other like company, corporation or associa- 
tion having or exercising any special privi- 
lege, power or right not conferred by law 


to natural persons by public authority and 
os typ 8a a public or yy public serv- 
wy shall, in addition to other taxes imposed 
mf law, annually pay to the state a tax 
of 15 cents on each $100 valuation of its 
franchise in this state, for state purposes, 
and 10 cents on each $190 of such valuation 
for the payment of the state indebtedness 
and a local tax thereon to the ee: city, 
incorporated town or village, township, dis- 
trict or school district, wherein the fran- 
chise may be exercised, used, owned or 
controlled, said tax to be collected as other 
taxes are collected for like purposes.”’ 
The last section of the bill is indicative 
of the fact ihat the present statutes are 
insufficient to assess franchise values. It 
reads: ‘There being now no specific and 
adequate provision for taxing franchises of 
corporations herein mentioned, creates an 
emergency within the meaning of the con- 
stitution, and this act shall be in force 
from and after its passage.”’ 

Gov. Dockery has announced to members 
of the ways and means committee that the 
administration will give this bill its hearty

BLAMES WilS ChURE 


MURDERER MOSER’S EXPLANA 
TION OF HIS CRIME. 


TS STRANGE DOCTRINES. 


A Cloud of Witnesses of the New 
Amish Faith Will Fill the 
Court at Pekin, Il. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PEKIN, Ill, Feb. 12.—Samuel Moser, self- 
confessed murderer of his wife and three 
children, has pleaded ‘“‘not guilty.’”’ 

The murder was committed on Sunday 
evening, May 13, 1900, Moser following: his 
wife into the cellar and shooting her with 
a pistol, then calling his children in from 


the yard and killing them one by one, the 
eldest being aged 7 years and the younges. 
a babe of 9 months. He attributes his pres- 
ent condition to the 
upon him by the members and ministers oi 
the New Amish Church, from which he al- 
leges to have been expeiled for fondling his 
child, they contending he was idolizing it, 
which was against the teachings of God. 
The section of the creed which Moser al- 
leges caused his persecution reads: 

“We believe and confess that if anyone 
has so far fallen off, either by a wicked life 
or a perverted doctrine, that he is separateu 
from or corrected and punished by the 
church, such ro ersons must be shunned, ac- 
cording to Christ and the apostles, and 

avoided, without partiality by all mem- 
bers of his church, especially by those to 
whom it is known, whether in eating or 
drinking or similar temporal matters, and 
they shall have no dealings with him nor 
be made partakers of his sin, but that the 
sinner may be made ashamed, corrected 
and led again to repentance.”’ 

The ministers of the New Amish Church 
have forbidden Moser’s father, who is 
wealthy, to aid his son either financially 
or by counsel, and he has published a state- 
ment that he will be “satisfied with the 
law of the land and consider right what- 
ever is done by law.’ Neither of Moser’s 
parents or his brothers were in court to- 
day, though having knowledge of the call- 
ing of the trial. About 150 witmesses have 
been summoned, many from all the coun- 
ties of Central [llinois, where New Amish 
churches exist. The regular panel oft 
jurors was exhausted this afternoon with- 
out a juror being accepted and a special 
venire for 50 new jurymen was ordered. It 
is not expected that the jury will be com- 
pleted before Thursday.

She Questions the Right of the Minis- 
tera to Inflict Capital Punishment. 
PEKIN, Feb. 12.—Regarding the insist- 

ence of the ministers on capital punishment 

for guilty Chinese officials, the Dowager 

Empress is inclined to be disputatious, She 


telegraphed to Li Hung Chang today de- 
manding to know what the _ foreigners 
mean by changing the terms of the peace 
proposals. She says that the terms de- 
manded the severest punishment of the 
leaders in proportion to their crimes. That 
was what China agreed to inflict, yet now 
come the foreigners with a new demand for 
the heads of all. 

The Empress adds that she fails to see 
anything proportionate about that, and de- 
clares that she will carry out her agree- 
ment, but will ms no further. She says 
that ‘Ying Nien an unimportant official 
and was never a leader of the Boxers. He 
may, however, have been a follower. Cham 
Shu Chao did go out to meet the Boxers, 
but he was only obeying orders. The Em- 
press insists that the death penalty in 
on cases is not proportionate to their 
crimes.
